Legends of Genesis. 


Mr. George Smith, who had charge 
of the expedition sent to Assyria by 
the London Telegraph, has been 
busily engaged siuce his return in 
arranging the inseriptions. he found 
buried in Chaldean and Assyriau 
mounds. With several small pieces 
in the British museum collection he 
has succeeded in obtaining a con- 
tinuous series of legends giving the 
history of the world from the creation 
down to some period after the fall of 
man. Linked with some of these he 
also found other legends on primitive 
history, including the story of the 
building of the towerof Babel and of 
the confusion of tongues. When his 
investigations are completed, Mr. 
Smith will publish full account and 
translation of these Genesis legends. 
Ina recent letter to the Zelegraph he 
says: “The narrativeon the Assy- 
rian tablets commences with a de- 
scription of the period before the 
world was created when there existed 
a chaos of confusion. The chaos is 
presided over by a female power 
uamed Tisalat and Tiamat, corres- 
vwonding to the Thalatth of Berosus ; 

ut as it proceeds the Assyrian iac- 
count, agrees rather with the Bible 
than with the short account from 
Berosus. We are told, in the in- 
scriptions, of the fall of the celestial 
being, who appears to correspond to 
Sutau. In his ambition he raises his 
liand against the sanctuary of the 
God of Heaven, and the description 
of him is really magnificent. This 
rebellion leads to warin Heaven and 
the conquest of the powers of eyil, 
the gods in due course creating the 
universe in stages, asin the Mosaic 
narrative, surveying each step of the 
work and pronouncing it good. The 
divine work culminates in the crea- 
tion of man, who is made upright 
aud free from evil, and endowed by 
the gods with the noble faculty of 
speech. The Diety then deliversa

Grant and the Mexican Raiders. 


New York, April 3.—Says the 
Tribune's Washington special: ‘‘In- 
formation was imparted at the War 
Department yesterday through high 
official circles that the President 
would declare asa policy of the goy- 
ernment in disposing of the Mexican 
raids and the loss of American lives 
and property, a reparation from the 
Mexican government in the shape of 
moneyed indemnity for depreda- 
tions committea by subjects of that 
government o1 the J'exas border. 
Our government will insist upon th's 
reparation, and in order to enforce 
its conclusion it is admitted that the 
Secretary of War will, if there is no 
other resource to carry out the 
determination by strengthening the 
American border-line by attaching 
thereto another stretch of Mexican 
territory. It is insinuated that Gen. 
MeKenzie is to be transferred from 
Fort Sill, and is to take charge of the 
troops on the Texas border. The 
Mexican government will shortly be 
presented with a tirm demand on the 
part of our government for due rep- 
aration, or take only the alternative 
of war along the border, with the 
purpose of enforcing our demands.
